REC ALL a motto that I came across when a boy. It ccm es to mo again 
and again, and has influenced me greatly. "No sweat, ne* sweet!” 
Tho price paid for all excellence and’ achievem ent is—infinite pains. 
"No excellence without great labor,” as the old copy-book had it. 
An interesting example cf a writer ccmes to me. Flaubert lives today 
as one of the great m asters in literature. He would write, and re-write, 
over and over again, and when his printed copy would come from his 
publisher, he would many tim es rewrite again. 
One day an am bitious w riter came to Flaubert and shewed him some 
work. He kindly advised him. For eight long years he became a beloved 
m entor to this young man. 
Finally, looking into his eyes he raid: 
“You may go now'. Offer your writing to the public for you are one of the 
greatest writers in the world!” The student was de M aupassant, probably 
the greatest m aster of the short story who ever wrote. 
“Practice makes perfect,” so said another of our copy-book pam phlets. 1 
But it would be well, also, to state th a t thinking- m akes success and great­ 
ness, in line with tireless labor. 
None of us ever becomes too proficient or efficient. Tile late Col W. R. 
Nelson, the fine and able founder cf the great K ansas City Star, once told I 
me: "No m atter how good an idea the other fellow' may have, there is al­ 
ways a better one!” 
Carlyle’s “able m en” are all too few in number. Theirs is net the in­ 
signia cf a fraternity key—but of th a t more im portant organization th at 
produces men and women who have learned the art cf Infinite Pains. 
Self-respect is born of self-reliance, and no prop of the state or of 
society can ever replace it in the building of character and self-dependc ice 1
